NOTIFICATIONS  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

On  July  5th  1948  all  hospitals  with  their  Auxiliary 
Services  were  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Health.  All 
Hospitals  in  the  Principality  were  placed  under  the  adminis- 
trative control  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The 
Welsh  Region  is  divided  into  Management  Committee  Areas- 
Lianidloes  is  situated  in  the  Mid  Wales  Management  Com- 
mittee Area,  which  is  based  on  Aberystwyth. 

Schools. — The  Schools  have  been  regularly  inspected. 

Public  Health  Staff.— Sanitary  Inspector  (full 
time),  S.  G.  Gittins,  L.I.O.B.,  M.R.S.I.,  M.S.I.A.  and  a part 
time  Medical  Officer. 

Nursing  Arrangements  are  now  carried  out  under 
the  County  Council  Health  Authority.  The  Borougn  is 
provided  with  a District  Nurse. 

Laboratory  Facilities. — Emergency  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Aberystwyth. 

DIPHTHERIA. — Anti-toxin  is  kept  in  stock  by  local 
chemists. 

Legislation  in  Force  in  the  Area. — None. 

Hospital  Facilities. — Llanidloes  War  Memorial 
Hospital,  with  a total  of  16  beds,  4 of  which  are  for  midwifery. 

Ambulance  Facilities.— Since  July  5th,  there  is  the 
St.  John’s  Ambulance,  served  by  a team  of  voluntary  workers, 
who  are  members  of  the  St.  John’s  Ambulance  Division. 
The  Local  Service  is  responsible  to  the  Ambulance  Committee 
of  the  County  Council  Health  Committee. 
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) Clinic  and  Treatment  Centres. 

(a)  Infant  Welfare  : County  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

visits  once  a month. 

(b)  Tuberculosis  Clinic  : Tuberculosis  Physician  holds 

a clinic  at  Llanidloes  War  Memorial  Hospital  on 

the  Fair  Saturday  each  month, 

(c)  Veneral  Diseases  : Shropshire  Clinic,  1,  Belmont, 

Shrewsbury  : — 

Males  : 6 p.m.  to  8 p.m.  Tuesdays  and  Fridays. 

Females  : 2 p.m.  to  4 p.m.  Wednesdays. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply.  — The  water  supply  has  been 
satisfactory,  both  in  quality  and  quantity.  Bacteriological 
examinations  were  made  before  and  after  treatment  and  it 
was  found  that  although  the  water  was  unsatisfactory  before 
treatment  by  chlorine,  the  after  treatment  examinations 
proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory  with  no  trace  of  free  chlorine. 
The  lime  stone  filter  bed  has  cut  down  considerably  the 
plumbo  solvent  action  of  the  water.  684  houses  are  supplied 
with  water  direct  to  the  houses,  whereas  187  are  supplied  by 
stand  pipes. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.— Drains  and  sewers  have 
been  workiug  satisfactorily,  and  the  sewerage  disposal  works 
received  regular  attention.  There  was  no  extention  of  sewers. 

Public  Cleansing.— The  weekly  collection  of  hones 
refuse,  and  the  daily  cleansing  of  streets  has  been  satisfactory. 
Twice  weekly,  the  Council  undertake  the  collection  and 
salvage  of  waste  paper  and  cardboard.  Number  of  houses 
and  premises  from  which  refuge  is  collected  = 882. 
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SHOPS  and  Stalls.  Regular  attention  was  given  to 
premises  where  food  is  prepared  and  sold,  and  I had  little 
cause  for  complaint.  Number  of  inspections  made — 94.
